Formal Statement Absolves Commis-

The Civil Service Reform Association of 
Chicago, in a formal statement yesterday, 
censured the west and Lincoln park boards 
and Gov.

Mrs. Samuel T. A. Loftie filed suit for 
divorce yesterday against the head of Bex 
jewels-on-credit firm.

Version Now on Record.

A maid employed by a neigh- 
bor told of hearing a rumpus in the Loftis 
apertment that suggested anything but do- 
mestic peace.

_ According to the maid, Mrs. Loftis said she 
was afraid to return to her rooms and went 
away in a taxicab.

Members of the former club state that few 
of thé members of the advisory board hed 
anything to do with the dill for liquors or 


meeting, and are therefore not liable for 
the bill. 

They say that the promoter, James H.

HE flying machine, which has been 


looked upon for centuries as thing 

to be laughed. at, ip now recognized as 

a coming method of transportation, 

the change of public sentiment dating 
from the day when the news came that M. 
Bleriot. a French manufacturer of automo- 
bile headlights; had flown from France on a 
fying machine of his own desten, and had 
landed on English soll, the first crossing of 
the English channel by flying machine. 

To M. Bleriot then belongs much of the 
eredit for the present attitude of the public 
toward flying, and with the development of 
public interest and knowledge M. Bleriot 
himself has developed a flying machine, 
which, fitted with the ever present Gnome 
rotary motor, is the most popular type of 
European flying machine. 

Possibly a part of its appeal to the public 
ig because of its great resemblance to the 
birds we. are. so used to seeing in the air— 
the great wings in front and the broad, 
spreading tail to the rear, with the long body

between. The pilot is housed in the body 


near the rear edge of the winge and above 
them, while below dangle the landing wheels,

In this machine the propeller is up front 
and pulls the machine along of push- 
ing from behind, as in the Cur type. The 
motor also is in front of the pilot and hence 
in no danger of falling on him in case of a

The control of the Blertot is interesting 
and has not been changed from the first 
channel crossing machine. The main part 
of it consists of a lever in front of the pilot's 
seat, Raving a small wheel at the top and a 
bell shaped cloche at the bottom, from

they run down through pulleys and out to

The pllot's seat is comfortable and he is 
protected from the too strong wind and the 
spray of oil from the rotating motor by a 
sufficient hood and dash. His seat is sur- 
rounded with a life belt attached by aprings 
to the framework te minimize any shocks 
of landing. 

In front of him is a map on rollers, which 
points his way. To one side is an ingenious 
arrangement for showing at a glance 
whether he is rising or falling, at its side is 4 
compass, floating always level and not 
affected dy the metal about it. Near that is 
an indicator showing the speed of his motor, 
while back of him is strapped a generous 
tool bag with tools to facilitate repairs on

Such, in brief, is the Bleriot monoplane,

City Lawyers Argue for a 
Change of Venue; Harri- 
son’s Signature Needed, 


GIBBONS DELAYS CASE. 


Decides Injunction Issne Today; 
Attorneys Debate on 


Ordinance. 
| 


Determination to take the es rate case 
away from Jucge John Gibbons of the Cir- 
cuit court was expressed yesterday by repre- 
sentatives of the city law departmentat the 
close of a day of argument. 

Although Judge Gibbons gave little indi- 
cation of his position.in the case, it is ex- 
pected that he will issue a restraining order 
against the city this morning. It is believed 
that immediately following w decision on the 
motion for such a ruling, the city’s repre- 
sentatives will push their demands for, u 
change of venue, which were begun at the 
opening of the hearing. 

Mr. Sexton indicated that he was willing 
that counsel in the case should agree upon 
a court for the hearing or that the chief 
justice of the Circuit court be asked to name 
a judge; but, in any event, whether the mo- 


uon for the restraining order is granted 


or denied, he will insist that the further bear- 
ings shall be before another court than 
that to which the company took its case. 


May Call Mayor Harrison. 

So firm was his determination that it fs 
possible that Mayor Harrison may be called 
back from his summer residence at Huron 
Mountain, Mich., to sign a petition for a 
change of venue. Judge Gibbons ruled that 
he would not receive a petition unsigned by 
the mayor, and that was the only thing that 
prevented the presentation of such a petition 
at the afternoon session. 

Attorneys James F. Meagher and Nathaniel 
C. Sears, counsel] for the gas company, de- 
fended at every step their right to take the 
case before any ecoupant of the Circuit 
bench. 

The city administration's representatives 
argued that the petition should have been 
placed on the chancery calendar and shouid 
have been heard in the ordinary way when 
its number was reached. But admitting its 
emergency nature, they contended that it 
‘should have been taken before the one 
judge of the Circuit court sitting during va- 
cation for emergency matters. He was not 
mentioned by name, but Judge Adelor J. Pet- 
tit is assigned to that work this weak.

“Where did the money go, and how?” 
These are questions which are being asked 
the country justices of Cook county as they 
appear in the office of the county atterney. 

The star ’ witness before Assistant Coun- 
ty Attorney Flood yesterday was Justice 
Biesswanger of Niles. He is said to be the 


man who had the best justice mill in the 


county in operation and also the man who 
had special deputies upon a regular salary, 
with special stop watches, to hold up every 
automobilist who passed through his baili- 
wick at a faster gait than that demanded by 
funeral etiquette. 

Fines Paid in Saloon. 

From what was brought out at the hearing 
yesterday the cashier of the court wag the 
barkeeper in the saloon beneath it and any 
lapse of memory upon the part of the presid- 
ing official of the justice shop” at Niles 
was due to the absence of the young woman 
who kept the books. 

The justice varied in his own estimates of 
costs all the way from $6.45 to 8. 76. 

Asked concerning his reported method of 
sending out constables to bring in speeding 
automobile drivers, Justice Biesswanger 
said: 

“According to the law, we have the right 
to arrest the man running every automobile 
through Niles at a rate of more than ten 
miles an hour. My men never brought in 
anybody whe was not going at least twenty 
miles an hour. We did have a quarter-mile 
stretch marked off and we got a lot of

The people of Des Moines think they have 
driven out of their city that arch enemy 
of today—the high cost of living. They be- 
lieved themselves in the grip of a food trust, 
tor the retailers all charged the same high 
prices for provisions, The city hall lawn 
was put at the service of farmers and huck- 
sters and they were asked to sell directly 
to the ultimate consumers. They came and 
found ready customers, who bought veg- 
etables, poultry, etc., for from 40 to 50 per 
cent less than they had been paying. 

They did not stop to reflect that a man 
who has no store rent and clerks’ wages 
to pay and who is free of the expense of 
delivering goods can afford to sell for less 
than the man with a permanent place of 
business, who in addition to his expenses 
has to stand the loss on perishable goods, 
So the people of Des Moines fancy they 
have made a great discovery and Call on 
other cities to establish public markets and 
liberate their citizens from the clutches of 
thelr local food trusts, 

Ohicago has no such trust. There is 
sharp competition for trade among retailers- 
and they have to face the competition of 
the peddlers. Nevertheless Chicago should 
have public markets, and the more of them 
the merrier. They would give thrifty people 
who were willing to take the trouble in- 
volved in carrying home their purchases an 
opportunity to buy at first hand at reduced 
rates. They would escape paying the protits 
and expenses of the middleman. On the 
other hand, the public market would be 
little used by those housekeepers who have 
so many domestic cares that they order by 
telephone or send one of the children around 
the corner to the grocery store. 

Many go now to the Haymarket square 
and buy garden truck for much less than 
they would have to pay in the stores, If 
similar opportunities were offered in other 
parts of this extensive city they would be 
taken advantage of by those who were not 
too busy or too lazy to make an intelligent 
effort to reduce the cost of living. There 
would be enough of both classes to pro- 
vide customers for the storekeepers and the 
peddlers. 

The city can do much to bring about 
more intimate relations between the market 
gardeners of the county and the thrifty 
housewives of the city—relations which 
would benefit both,

Ireland has once more a vacancy among the 
number of her representative peers in the up- 
per chamber of the national legislature at 
Westminster, through the death of Lord 
Bellew, who is succeeded in his relatively 
modern Irish barony and in his ancient bar- 
onetey by his brother George, who some 
years ago exchange the family patronymic 
of Bellew for that of Bryan. 

This was in accordence with the terms of 
the will of his maternal uncle, the late George 
Leopold Bryan of Jenkinstown, County Kil- 
kenny, Who left him all his valuable Jenkins- 
town estates on the condition that he would 
assume and perpetuate the name 4nd the 
heraldic devices of the Bryans of J ins- 
town. 

He is a former cavalry officer, who served 
with the Tenth Hussars through the Afghan, 
Soudanese, and the South African wars with 
much distinction. He is about 54 years of 
age, still unmarried, and has now as his next 
heir his younger brother, the Hon. Richard 
Bellew. 

The Bellews are one of the oldest houses in 
Ireland. The family is of Norman origin and 
figured at the battle of Hastings under WII- 
liam the Conqueror. It was one of the first to 
settle in Ireland a hundred years later, anda 
member thereof accompanied Strongbow to 
the emerald isle and received as a reward 
for his military services grants of land in 
County Louth, which are known to this day 
as Bellews Town. 

Ever since—that is to say, for eight cen- 
turies—the Bellews have played an impor- 
tant role in Ireland. In 1399 Sir John Bellew 
is on historic record as having received from 
the crown Castle Roche, founded by Rose de 
Verden, around whose name so many ro- 
mances have been woven.

Another Sir John Bellew of the Elizabethan 
era had two sons, Christopher and John. 
Christopher was the ancestor of the Lords 
of Bellew of the creation of 1686, which be- 
came extinct in 1770, on the death without 
issue of the fourth lord. John, the younger 
brother, founded a junior line, which re- 
ceived a baronetcy in 1688. 

The seventh baronet, Sir Patrick Bellew of 
Barmeath, received an Irish peerage in 1848 
and married the daughter of Don José Maria 
de Mendoza y Rios of Seville, the famous 
Spanish mathematician. 

The most modern part of Barmeath castle, 
which has been the ancestral home of the 
family for many centuries, dates from the 
reign of Charles II. A part of it, the great 
old square tower, which is such a feature of 
the place, is more than 800 years old. The 
castle is full of interesting associations, and 
it was in the great hall that the eleventh 
Duke of Norfolk contracted in 1767 his ro- 
mantic marriage with the lovely Marian Cop- 
pinger, who has been immortalized by Ho- 
garth in a portrait which hangs over the 
library chimneypiece. 

The now widowed Lady Bellew, who only 
celebrated her silver wedding three years 
back, is a daughter of the late Sir Humphrey 
de Trafford, and, like the late Lord Bellew 
and his successor, a Roman Catholic. 

The new Lord Bellew, by the by, has al- 
ready turned over Jenkinstown Park and his 
Jenkinstown estates to his younger brother 
and heir, the Hon. Richard Béllew, and will 
himself make his home at Barmeath castle. 

Another member of the Belléw family is 
Sir Henry Grattan Bellew, who makes his 
home at Mount Bellew, in County Galway. 
He is descended from a younger son of Sir 
Edward Bellew, the third baronet of Bar- 
meath, and through his mother, who was 
Miss Pauline Grattan, is a grandson of the 
famous Irish patriot, Henry Grattan, who 
was one of thé matchless orators of his time’ 
and who lies buried in Westminster abbey, 
not far from the tomb and memorial of his 
friend Charles Fox:

The clan bears the motto of “ Touch Not 
the Cat,” and in Gaelic Mackintosh is de- 
scribed dy his fellowers as “ Morfhear 
Chatt,” which may be translated as Lord 
of the Cats.” t seems that when the Norse- 
men in the th century invaded the north- 
east corner of Scotland they found the coun- 
try from Dunscanby Head to Ross, known as 
Cattuy, from its oceupants, the Cattaich. 

The newcomers called the district Cattinez, 
settled there, and inter married with the na- 
tives. From them arose a missionary who 
did an immense amount of work in convert- 
ing the pagans of that portion of Scotland 
to Christianity and Who was subsequently 
canonized as Saint Cattan. It was his son, 
Gillicattan, who founded the Clan of Chat- 
tan, composed of toshes, MacPher- 
sons, MacBeahs, and MacGillivraysa From 
him the Mackintosh of the present day claims 
descent 

Only two of his predecessors have been 
titled. Sir Lachlan Mackintosh was knight- 
ed by James vn of Scotland, afterward 
James I. of England, while Aeneas Mackin- 
tosh, twentieth chief, had a baronetcy, now

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POISONS FOR FLIES. 

Chicago, July 3L—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Where do the innumerable small flies or 
gnats come from the moment you expose 
any fruit in your house How can they be 
destroyed? T. B. Tou. 

[They are bred in filth probably. There 
must be uncovered manure or garbage in 
your neighborhood. Flies are also bred in 
dust and refuse, old paper, carpets, ete. 

A cheap and reliable fly poison, which is 
not dangerous to human life, is bichromate 
of potash in solution. Dissolve one dram, 
which may be bought at any dr store, ip. 
two ounces of water; add a little sugar, and 
place about the house in shallow dishes. 

To clear rooms of flies use carbolic acid. 
heating a shovel and pouring on it twenty 
drops of the poison. The vapor will kill 
the flies. Another method: Burn pyrethrum 
powder in the room. The files will fall to 
the floor stupefied and may be swept up 
and burned. The powder should be mois- 
tened and molded into cones, and~after 
drying, each cone should be placed upon 
a dish and lighted at the top. It will burn 
slowly, and the o€or is not disagreeable 
Flies pass the winter bidden in cracks and 
¢ holes in attics and cellars. Many of these 
may be killed in the spring by the two meth- 
ods just described. Be sure that all drugs 
and chemicals used are fresh and pure, other 
wise results may not de satisfactéry.—ka.

New York, Aug. 1—That the ore and coal 
holdings acquired by the United States Steel 
corporation in the absorption of the Tennes- 
gee Coal and Iron company in 1907 have a 
valuation of $200,000,000 was estimated from 
figures on the mineral holdings of the Ten- 
nessee company given by expert engineers 
today to the house of representatives com- 
mittee on inquiry into the steel corporation. 

In acquiring the Tennessee company the 
United States Steel corporation exchanged 
5 per cent second bonds valued at $29,000,000, 
the transaction having been brought about 
to prevent the collapse of the New York 
brokerage firm of Moore & Schley betause 
of excessive loans with Tennessee Coal and 
Tron stock as collateral. 


Witnesses Call Idea a Joke. 

Since the beginning of the inquiry into 
that deal Representative Stanley and other 
members of the house committee have sought 
to develop evidence tending to prove charges 
that the impending panic and danger to 
Moore and Schley was not the prime motive 
for the merger, but that it was a desire on 
the part of the steel corporation to acquire 
the Tennessee company and its vast mineral 
deposists of the Birmingham district. 

In furtherance of that idea, notwithstand- 
ing the determined declarations of witness 
after witness who participated in the ex- 
change that the suggestion of conspiracy 
was preposterous, the committee heard today 
the testimony of C. P. Perin, Walter Moore, 
and W. M. Given, expert engineers, who ap- 
praised the deposits of the Birmingham 
field in 1904.

New York, Aug. 1.—Selling pressure, which 
increased during the final hour, when trading 
was more active than at any other time dur- 
ing the day, bpought about net losses of a 
point or more in a number of the leading 
issues today. Except for the moderate show 
of activity toward the close of the session, the 
dealing on the stock exchange was as lifeless 
as on any of the recent dull days. 

The information presented for consideration 
made a somewhat mixed showing and inclu4- 
ed several factors which might explain the 
disposition shown in the afternoon to dls- 
pose of speculatively held stock, although 
to no one of them could controlling impor- 
tance be attributed 


Crop Reports Influence. 

Reports of damage to wheat in the north- 
west, accompanied by an advance of a cent 
or more a bushel in the price of wheat and 
the recovery in the cotton market were 
among the matters bearing on the crop situa- 
tion which were of adverse import, although 
it must be said of the advance in cotton that 
it loses any force as an indication of lessened 
promise for the.cotton crop, when viewed as 
the equal to the prolonged decline which has 
taken place in the price of cotton since the 
publication of the last government report. 

Tomorrow another government report is due.

“Money Trust” Investigation. 


From Washington came the news of the passage 
of the farmers’ free list bill by the senate. More 
was heard regarding the plan for investigation 
of the so-called ‘‘ money trust, although this 
matter was not brought to a head as had been ex- 
pected. Much depends, of course, upon the man- 
ner in which such an Inquiry is conducted, and 
it still remains to be seen what form will be given 
to this investigation if finally the plan is car- 
ried out. 

Several of the principal realroad systems pub- 
lished their statements for the month of June.

The record of the government's investigation of the 
Standard Oil company supplies some information 
regarding the assets and the earning power of that 
company’s many subsidiaries, but it would appear 
that the company itself might well undertake to 
supplement this information in making distribution 
of these stocks. 

The need of this is made none the less great by 
reason of the fact that the majority stockholders 
identified with the management of the company 
have at their command information regarding the 
subsidiary properties which e not available to the 
general body of the company’s shareholders.

RAILROADS PLAN ADVANCE 
IN CLASS RATES TO WEST, 


Transcontinental Lines Call a Meeting 
to Consider Action—Result of Com- 
merce Decree, 


An advance in class freight rates from the 
eastern half of the country to the Pacific 
coast terminals ig being planned by the 
transcontinental -ratlroads as one of the 
possibilities growing out of the recent de- 
cisions of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in the intermountain rate cases. It ig 
proposed to establish a graded scale of rates 
tapering down from New York westward, ac- 
cording to distance, based on a first class rate 
of $8.70 per 100 pounds from New York to 
San Francisco or Seattle, in place of the 
present water competitive blanket rate of 
$3 from all eastern points to the coast. 

The advance, if it is finally decided upon, 
will not apply to the “ commotity” rates 
which carry 90 to 95 per cent of the traf. 
fic, but only to the high grade traffic which 
is but slightly affected by water competi- 
tion. 

The decisions of the commission reduced 
rates to the intermountain territory, typi- 
fled by such points as Spokane, Wash., and 
Reno, Nev., which have heretofore taken a 
much higher rate than was made to the 
coast. While its orders established commod- 
ity rates to the intermediate points with a 
definite relation to the coast rates, the class 
rates prescribed are based simply on their 
reasonableness in and of themselves, with- 
out reference to the coast rates, and the 
roads see in the figures laid down by the 
commission an opportunity to recoup 
their revenues to some extent by boosting 
the class rates to giie coast while still meet- 
ing water competition on the commodity
